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Extract from a letter of Mr. Laicn, to the 
Committee of the English Methodist Con- 
Serence, dated Portsmouth, June 21st, 
1820, relating to the evangelization of the 
aboriginal inhabitants of NewSouth Wales. 
Having laid before you an account of 
the mission among the Europeans in New 
South Wales, I will in this letter, give 
you a statement of what hat been, what is 
doing, and what is proposed to be done, 
for the civilization of the aboriginal na- 
tives of this place. : 
That I may be as correct and as brief as 
possible, 1 will abridge what has been 
published upon this subject, under the are 
ticle of * Local Occurrences of theColony.” 
In 1814 “ Ap Institution for the children 
of the ‘aboriginal natives was founded at 
Paramattajonder the auspices & protection 


Several places in the Colony will be, in 
six mooths hence, farnished with good 
chapels, the dimensions of which are as 
follows, viz. one in Sydney, in which we 
have had Divine Service for some time, 
measures 21 feet, by 30 feet. This Cha- 
pel is in Princes-street, is built of good stone, 
and well fipished. The second in Sydney, 
is erecting in Macquarie-street, aad is to be 
called Macquarie-street Chapel, it is 50 
feet by 30, stone work, and will be well 
executed. The expense of this place will,

Mr. Kendall, one of the Church Missionary 
Society’s Missionaries at New-Zealand, arrived 
in England in August last, accompanied by 
Shunghee ‘and Whykato, two native Chie(s— 
the first 45 years ofage, the last 26. They both 
understand something of English—have a manly 
aspect—and take an interest in the mission, tho’ 
they have little notion of our holy religion. 
Shunghee was the uncle, and Whykato phe 
brother-in-law of Duaterra, the very interesting 
young chief who died a few years since, after 
having profited mach by MrMarsden’s instructions 

Mr. Kendall’s object in visiting England, is to 
avail himself ofthe advantages of the Universi- 
ties in emBodying on sure principles the langnage 
of those large and populous Islands. By several 
years residence there, he has collected copious 
materials for fixing the language and preparing 
elementary books. Professor Lee has kindly en- 
gaged torender him every possible assistance. 

The object of the Chiefs in their visit, will be 
best told in their own lapguage— — 

The views aud wishes with which Shung- 
hee and Whykato have visited England 
will be best conveyed by themselves, as 
Mr. Kendall wrote them down from their 
mouths, without any prompting on his 
part ;—They wish to see King George— 
the multitude of his people—what they 
are doing—and the goodness of the land. 
Their desire is, to stay in Epgland one 
month and thentoreturn, They wish for 
at least one hundred people to go witb 
them. They are in want of a party to dig 
the groynd,in search of iron—an addition- 
al number of blacksmiths—an additional 
number of carpenters—and an additional 
number of preachers,who will try to speak 
in the New Zealand Tongue, ia order 
that they may understand them. They 
wish alse twenty soldiers, to protect their 
own Countrymen, the Settlers, and three}.

lar, where Mr. Crozier died on the 15th 
of April.
